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REMARKS 

This Amendment is responsive to the Final Office Action dated December 7, 2005. 
Applicants have amended claims 35, 36, 41, 42, 47, 52 and canceled claims 1, 3, 7-20, 22-34, 51 
and 53-59. Claims 2, 4-6 and 21 were previously canceled. Claims 35-50 and 52 are now 
pending. 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1, 8, 9, 1 1 and 13 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Freeman (U.S. Patent No. 5,462,157); rejected claims 3, 7, 
10, 12 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Freeman; rejected claims 15 
and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Freeman in view of Janae et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,675,051 B2); rejected claims 17-20, 22, 28-31, 34, 53, 55 and 56 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Freeman in view of Bost et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,908,245 A); 
rejected claims 26-28, 33, 35-38, 40-43, 45, 46, 53 and 56-59 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Walters et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,048,640) in view of Bost et al. and Bishay et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,951,598); rejected claims 23, 24, 25, 32, 35, 39, 41, 43, 44, 53 and 54 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Walters et al. in view of Bost et al., Bishay et 
al. and Nova et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,334,070 Bl); and rejected claims 47-52 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Walters et al. in view of Bishay et al. 

In response to the final Office Action, Applicants' representative (Kelly Patrick 
Fitzgerald) conducted Examiner Interviews with Examiner George Manuel. Applicants 
graciously thank the Examiner for taking the time to conduct these interviews. An Interview 
Summary is being submitted in parallel with this response. 

During the Examiner Interviews, Applicants' representative and Examiner Manuel 
discussed claims 35-52 and the references applied against those claims. As a result of these 
discussions. Applicants' representative and the Examiner reached an agreement that the subject 
matter of claims, as set forth herein, are allowable. For example, the Examiner agreed that the 
applied prior art fails to disclose or suggest a human figure oriented on a defibrillation electrode 
such that a medial axis of the human figure is positioned at an angle relative to a medial axis of 
the defibrillation electrode, wherein the angle is non-zero such that when the defibrillation 
electrode is applied to a patient with the head of the patient and the head of the human figure in 
the same direction, the medial axis of the himian figure will be parallel to a corresponding medial 
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axis of the patient, wherein the angle defines proper placement of the defibrillation electrode on 
the patient for defibrillation therapy. 

The Interview Summary, which is being filed in parallel with this response includes two 
different claim proposals that were discussed during the Examiner Interview. The claims set 
forth herein are very similar to those of the second proposal, but have been modified slightly for 
clarity purposes. The modification of the claims herein relative to the second proposal should 
not affect the agreement that was reached between the Examiner and Applicants' representative. 

In view of the claim amendments set forth herein, and the agreement reached between 
Applicants' representative and the Examiner, Applicant respectfully requests prompt allowance 
of all pending claims. 

With regard to the canceled claims, Applicants do not acquiesce to the Examiner's 
rejections and reserve the right to pursue these claims in a continuation application. The claim 
cancellations set forth herein have been made solely for the purpose of advancing claims 35-50 
and 52 to immediate issuance.
